Through our early 
experiences we can quickly see 
the interdependence of nature 
and that the butterflies play a 
variety of roles in the ecosystem. 
However throughout our lives 
butterflies continue to be a source 
of elusive fascination. 
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Butterfly Morphology 


The butterfly body is made of three parts: the head, the 
thorax and abdomen. The outer body is covered with 
small sensory hairs and they have special scales on their 
wings which release volatile hormones during mating.

THE THORAX 

The thorax is a muscle box with 
three segments. The three pairs of 
legs arise from the thorax. It also 
contains the flight muscles which 
are attached to the base of the 
wings and the second pair of 
wings attached to the second and 
third segments of the thorax.

THE ABDOMEN 

The abdomen contains the bulk of 
the digestive system, and the 
excretory system. At the tip of the 
abdomen the sexual apparatus or 
genitalia, are found. The internal 
characteristics of the genitalia are 
useful in identifying the different 
species of butterfly.

THE PUPA 

Generally speaking, butterflies do 
not spin silk cocoons to protect 
the pupa, but all caterpillars have 
silk glands. Many butterflies use 
their silk for spinning either a firm 
base on which to fasten the pupa 
or a silken girdle around the pupa 
to support It to a stem or twig. 
The pupa of many butterflies is 
attached to a stem in full sunshine 
and is not in a protected position, 
although they do have the special 
protection of being camouflaged 
in color, shape or pattern.

THE BUTTERFLY EMERGES 
After about 10 days, or in the 
spring for those species which 
hibernate as a pupa, the adult 
emerges. In the few hours before 
emergence, the color of the 
pupa changes to reflect the fast 
developing butterfly inside. Then 
two weak lines along the head 
and legs rupture and the insect 
scrambles out. The butterfly is 
very vulnerable and defenseless 
until its wings have dried, which 
may take an hour or so and it 
can then take its first flight. 
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Butterfly Migration 


Some of the most common and widely seen butterflies 
of the world are regular migrants. They may be seen 
migrating in most nbc regions, for instance in the 
tropics, subtropics and in temperate regions sometimes 
in extraordinarily large numbers.

RESIDENT BUTTERFLIES 

The opposite of a migrant is a 
resident species which remains in 
the immediate area around which 
it developed as a caterpillar. The 
butterfly’s powers of dispersal are 
often poor, and it may stay the rest 
of its life in the same territory in 
which it emerged as an adult. The 
majority of butterflies are resident. 
Throughout this book, in the 
absence of any special comment 
about the species being migratory 
you should assume it is resident.

EXTENT OF MIGRATION 

Being a migrant or resident is too 
neat a designation, and there are 
variations between these two. 
Technically, migration is the 
movement from one place to 
another, and back again. 
Butterflies never actually do this, 
though there are examples of 
weak return migration. Vagrant is 
another term which is used to 
describe a migrant butterfly, but 
one which only turns up irregularly 
from a long distance away. 
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Butterfly Families 


The butterflies in this book are in four families — the 
swallowtails (Papilionidae), the whites and sulfurs 


(Pieridae), the brush-footed (Nymphalidae) and the 
hairstreaks, coppers and blues (Lycaenidae). 


PAPILIONIDAE 

The swallowtails can be identified 
by the presence of their tails. 
Some of the largest butterflies in 
the world are swallowtails. They 
are a worldwide group, and 
species such as the swallowtail 
enjoy wide distribution over many 
different continents. The colors of 
swallowtails are usually bright 
including yellows, oranges, pinks 
and reds. 
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PIERIDAE 

The whites and sulfurs are easy to 
identify from their bright colors, 
from which they derive their name. 
The whites are a large widespread 
group which have white and 
cream colors, and they tend to 
exploit larval food plants which 
belong to the cabbage family. The 
sulfurs include many of the 
clouded yellows, some of which 
are noted migrants. 
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Left. Throughout this book, the regions of 
origin are divided into six world zones : 

1, North America; 2, South America; 

3, Europe; 4, Africa; 5, Asia; 6, Australia. 


NYMPHALIDAE 

Brush-footed butterflies include 
groups such as the browns, milk- 
weeds, aristocrats and snouts, all 
have previously been classified as 
separate families. They are all 
combined here as one family, 
since they have one overriding 
characteristic: four functional legs, 
with the first pair redundant.

LYCAENIDAE 

Butterflies belonging to this family 
are relatively small, the largest 
being about 2!/2in in some 
tropical Asian species. Some 
exhibit back-to-front mimicry to 
confuse potential predators into 
striking ineffectively. The butterfly 
therefore has a 50:50 better 


chance of surviving an attack. 
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EURYTIDES MARCELLUS 


A most spectacular butterfly with zebra 
bands terminating in long elegant tails. 
The light background color is palest 
green. A regular nectar-feeder, the male 
exhibits patrolling behavior. The species 
is endemic to Jamaica.
